MINISTER ‘ON THE CRIME 
OF POVERTY. 


HE first sitting of “3 Commission which 

+ has been nA “mire to inguire:into and 

report to the Minister for Education on 

the present reformatory and indystrial school 

system in SaorStat Éireann, and matters con- 

nected therewith, was held at 9 Upper Mount 
street, Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. G. P. Cussen, Senior Justice, 
Dublin District Court of Justice, Chair- 
man, presided, and the other members 
of the Commission present were:— 
Senator Mrs. Clarke, Very Rev. John 
Canon Flanagan, P.P., Fairview; Mrs. k E.

Secretary—Mr. W. F. Walshe, Industrial 
Schools Branch, Department of Education. 

Mr. Derrig, Minister for Education, in the 
course of an address, said:—The decision to 
set up this Commission does not imply any 
want of appreciation or recognition of the 
work that is being done, and has been done 
for many years, by our reformatory and in- 
dustrial schools. The country owes a debt of 
gratitude to the various religious orders, wlio 
established these schools out of their own re- 
sources, and maintained them for the benefit 
of that section of the community most de- 
serving of sympathy and pity—the neglected 
children. The orders who have assisted in 
tliis charitable work include the Irish Chris- 
tian Brothers, the Presentation Brothers, the 
Ob.ate Fathers and the Wathers of Charity. 
in the case of boys; and the Sisters of Mercy, 
the Good Shepherd Nuns, the Sisters of 
Charity, the Presentation Nuns and the Sis- 
ters of St. Louis, in the case of girls. The 
members of these communities are inspired by 
nobler motives than worldly credit or recogni- 
tion; but, nevertheless, it is only right that 
expression should be given to our apprecia- 
tion of their work. 


VERY SUCCESSFUL. 


Considering the resources at their disposal, 
our industrial schools have been very success- 
ful. They have enabled a lange number of 
boys and girls, who would otherwise have no 
chance of doing so, to grow up into useful citi- 
zens. There are, however, many reasons why 
an inquiry such as is being entrusted to you, 
should be undertaken without further delay. 
It is desirable to see if our system is or- 
ganised on the best and most progressive 
lines. Great progress has, no doubt, 
made in the last century in the methods of 
dealing with troublesome children—juvenile 
ofienders, as they are called. 

Apart from the general consideration, there 
are particular reasons why our system calls 
for examination. The legislation under which 
it works was passed on the assumption that 
the children concerned were young criminuis 
or probable criminals. As a matter of fact, 
the vast majority, about 90 per cent., 1 
think, of the children who have passed 
through our industrial schools for many 
years were guilty of no other offence than 
poverty. hey were committed to these 
schools because their parents were unable to 
provide a home for them. Nevertheless, until 
the short Amending Act was passed in 1929, 
which made destitution a sufficient reason for 
committal, it was necessary to prove in a law 
court that a child had been guilty of an 
offence before it could be sent to an indus- 
trial school. The offences resorted to in the 
majority of cases were such technical ones as 
begging or wandering, but the general effect 
of this system has been to cast a slur on the 
young people who pass throngh these schools. 


EMPLOYMENT. 


Another matter in connection with. indts- 
trial schools which seems to call for early at- 
tention is the question of providing suitable 
employment for the young people trained in 
these schools, and organising the training in 
the schools accordingly: this applies mainiy 
to boys’ schools. The change in the indus- 
trial system, and the gradual disappearance 
in the last or 40 vears of the country or 
village tailor and shoemaker and carpenter, 
has made it increasingly difficult to find em- 
ployment for boys in such trades as these. 

A further difficulty which some: schools have 
experienced arises from the fact that some 
of the children they receive are found to be 
mentally deficient. Such children are unable 
to follow the school regulations or profit by 
the training and education given; they are a 
serious source of difficulty and trouble in the 
school and a cause of grave anxiety as to 
their future when the time comes to dis- 
charge them. The general problem of pro- 
viding suitable schools or institutions for 
mentally defective children is ‘one which I 
hope to have inquired into later on; but I 
shall be glad in the meantime to have your 
recommendations as to how such cases as 
are found among industrial school children 
might be dealt with. 


JUVENILE OFFENDERS. 


Another reason which. in my opinion, 
makes the setting up of this inquiry at pre- 
sent timely and opportune is the fact that to 
judge by the newspaper reports there ap- 
pears to be a rather serious increase in the 


before the Law Courts recently for theft and 
similar offences. Whether these reports re- 
present an increase in juvenile crime or 
greater efficiency in the detection of such 
offences, I cannot say, and it will be for -you 
to ascertain; but the reports cause anxiety 
to those having any responsibility for the 
youth of the country. The matter is one 
which will, no doubt, engage your attention, 
and your Chairman has probably more inti- 
mate knowledge of it than anyone else in the 
country. 

These are some of the reasons which in- 
fluenced us in deciding to set up this inquiry 
I have no doubt that your recommendations 
will be of considerable benefit to the young 
people concerned, and of great value in 
assisting us to deal with the problems sub- 
mitted for your. censideration. 

The Chairman thanked the Minister for 
the very able summary that he had given of 
the grounds they had to cover, and for the 
encouragement that he had given them at the 
start of their labours. He attached great 
importance to the visit of the Minister. 
Their labours would be heavy and their 
responsibility was, of course, very great, but 
he hoped that they would face both with 
courage and determination, and they hoped 


to present to the: Minister a unanimous re- 


port on the principal matters at any rate 
relerred to them for inquiry. There re. 
mained, however, something more. A report 
was like a. feather floating in the sea—it 
affected nobody unless it was imple- 
mented by statutory enactment. To im- 
plement even the unanimous report of any 
Commission required both driving force and 
tact. The visit of the Minister showed the 
great interest he took in the welfare of 
juveniles, especially juvenile offenders and 
juveniles who were destitute, and he felt 
confident when they presented their report 
to the Minister he would within a reasonable 
time give them the only reward they sought, 
and that was a copy of the Statute im- 
plementing their report. 

The Commission then went into private 
session to consider procedure. Public sit- 
tings of the Commission will be held later.

FAMOUS IRISH 
MAKERS. 
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ADDRESS AT DUBLIN 


ROTARY CLUB.

Mr. Harry Franklin, of Sligo, read a learned 
and interesting paper on “The Mystery of 
the Violin” at the weekly meeting of the 
Dublin Rotary Club yesterday in the 
Metropole Restaurant. 

Mr. P. T, Montford, president, occupied 
the chair. 

Mr. Franklin, having quoted the views of 
Sir Thomas More, Voltaire, Plutarch, Ben 
Johnson, giving preference to the flute, said 
that King Charles JJ. was so impressed with 
the music performed at French Court 
hanquets that he brought a band of twenty- 
four violinists to London at the Restoration. 
The name “violin” (or fiddle) was derived 
from fides, also ‘‘fidula,” the Latin for 
string. In attempting to explain tha vexed 
question of the origin of stringed instruments 
layed with a bow, Fetis, the celebrated 
rench authority on musical instruments, 
writes :—‘‘ Though the viols are found among 
modern Arabs in Persia and Turkey, they 
were taken there by Europeans in the time 
of the Crusaders. The goudoch of the Russian 
peasant and the crioth of the ancient Irish 
appear to proceed from the highest ants.

Having mentioned the many parte 
that go to make a fiddle, Mr, Ffanklin said 
that Joan Keolin, a native of Brittany, born 
about 1449, seemed to have been the oldest 
maker of violins. It was a well-known fact 
that most of the violin-makers lived to a 
ripe old age. i 


WOOD AND TONE. 


The exquisite Italian quality of tone was 
eaused chiefly by the wood that was cut 
from the trees on the sunny mountains over- 
looking Italy. The bow originated, it was 
said, in the East over a thousand years ago. 
Ta Ireland the principal violin-maker was 
Thomas Perry, who worked between 1790 and 
1830. Perry was of Hugenot extraction. He 
made violins in 4 Anglesea street, Dublin. 
In a label dated 1821 the number printed is 
4534, truly a wonderful record of Perry's 
industry. John Delaney was one of Perry's 
pupils, In some of Delaney’s fiddles the 
following inscription appeared on the labels: 
“Made by John Delaney, No. 17 Britain 
street, Dublin, 1808. Liberty to all the world, 
black and white.” A. quartette of Perry's 
instruments (two violins, viola and ’cello) in 
fine preservation, the property of the late 


Sir Francis Cruise, are on exhibition in the 


National Museum. Old trish violin-makers 
also included Dollard, Molyneaux and 
Mackintosh. The latter lived near the Metal 
Bridge, Dublin. 

The fiddle, it seems, has become the Irish 
national instrument, most of the performers 
playing by ear, excelling in . particular 
in their rendering of traditional dance music. 
Fiddle competitors, both male and female, 
largely outnumber Irish harp, flute and bag- 
pipe entrants at our annual Feiseanna. 

As several home industries have recently 
been organised, it would seem opportune, 
said Mr. Franklin, that a suggestion should 
now be made to the Executive Council, or 
some Irish musical institution or association, 
to encourage the craft of violin-making in 
Ireland. A Government grant might be 
offered, or a fund raised, in order to send 
talented students in wood work to the factwo- 
ries of the leading violin-makers. In this 
way native art would be encouraged and a 
much-needed fillip given to the making of 
stringed instruments by skilled Irish crafts- 
men. As regards classical compositions for 
stringed instruments, it is a well-known fact 
that the great masters gave, possibly, their 
best work in composing music for the string 
guartette—ist violin, 2nd violin, viola and 
violoncello. Many music-lovers, listening to 
four accomplished performers playing the 
great composers’ best quartettes on superb 
instruments. consider it the quintessence ~ of 
joy in the musical art. 


VIOLIN PLAYERS. 


Among other famous men, he understood 
that Einstein’s principal relaxation from his 
mathematical calculations is violin-playing. It 
is an interesting fact, too, that in his scanty 
moments of leisure Mussolini forgets Fascism 
in fiddling. (Laughter.) : 

Mr. Franklin concluded his entertainment 
hy playing two short solos on a violin dated 
1633. The first solo was “' The Mountains 
of Mourne,” and the other was an old Irish 
air known as “ Carrigdown.”’ 

Mr. Herbert W. South, organist of Donny- 
brook Church, played the piano accompani- 
ments. 

Major Johnson, moving a vote of thanks 
to both musicians, said that he was glad to 
see the Mountains of Mourne brought into the 
Free State. (Laughter.) He said that one of 
the great needs of Dublin was not only a con- 
cert hall, but an organ hall. They owed much 
to Mr. Franklin for his services to music. 

Mr. T. J. Hughes seconded, and the vote 
was passed.

NEW HOME IN THE 
PHCENIX PARK. 


OFFICIAL OPENING 
TO-DAY.

T sin ceremony at the old Royal 


Hibernian . Military School, when the 
new premises of St. Moibhi’s Pre. | 
ratory College for primary teachers will 
* official! ened in the presence of 
President de Valera, marks the utilisation 
of yet another of the Phenix Park’s relics 
of British occupancy as an institution of th 
Irish Free State. : 
Thirty-five thousand pounds has been spent 
by the Free State Government on trans- 
forming the military school, -which, except 
for a brief period of temporary service to 
the Free State Army, has been lying 
neglected for twelve years, into a home for 
the preparatory college for training Protes- 
tant national teachers through the medium 
of Irish. The western half of the block of 
buildings has been renovated and provided 
with the most modern kinds of school equip- 
ment, sports grounds have been created 
around the building, and a new road has 
been made into the western side of the build- 
ings, so that if the other part of the block 
is put into some other form of service the 
college will be self-contained. 


THE NEW COLLEGE. 


Colaiste Moibhi—or St. Moibhi’s College— 
was founded seven years ago as a secondary 
school for potential primary school teachers 
of all Protestant denominations, peparatory 
to their entry into the Kildare place Training 
College. Since then it has occupied 
temporary premises in the Ballymun road, 
Glasnevin, until two months ago, when it 
transferred to the reconditioned buildings in 
the Phenix Park, on the beautiful sylvan 
slope of the Furry Glen, with the fifteen 
acres stretching away behind them and 
Chapelizod lying in front. 

During the greater part of its existence 
the College has had as its Principal Mr. 
John Kyle, a native of Antrim, who is an 
Irish language enthusiast. All the subjects 
of the curriculum are taught in Irish, with 
the exception of English, which is studied 
through its own medium, just as advanced 
pupils studying French in other schools 
would be taught by means of the French 
tongue. Under Mr. Kyle, who was educated 
at Foyle College, and Trinity College, 
Dublin, results have been achieved in the 
intermediate and leaving school examinations 
which put St. Moibhi’s far ahead of many 
of its rivals in successes, and certainly well 
above the average standard. 


THE USE OF IRISH. 


One of the results of the transfer of 
premises will be that the number of pupils 
will be increased. The present strength, 
which was regulated by the accommodation 
available at the Glasnevin school, is fifty-six 
—forty-five girls and eleven boys—but the 
new premises provide accommodation for a 
complement of Atty -six girls and twenty boys. 
As this is the only institution of its kind 
catering especially for Protestants, the pupils, 
of course, are drawn from all parts of the 
Free State. They include native speakers from 
the Gaeltacht. 

“This might be said to epitomise our 
work,” s1id Mr. Kyle, pointing to a notice- 
board in the school, when I made a tour of 
inspection yesterday. ill the nutices, printed, 
typewritten, and handwritten, were in Ivish. 
Not one word of English was to be seen. 
He drew my attention to, the. fact that all 
the books in the large and bright study-room 
were in Irish also, except for those used in 
the study of English. 

““ All the conversation that goes on here,” 
he added, “is in Irish. Even the games are 
all played by the use of Irish.” 

The games that are played here are hockey, 
tennis, and handball, for the last of which 
a new court has been built bythe Depart- 
ment of Education. One excellent amenity, 
which was a part of the old premises, is a 
large swimming bath, of which good use will 
be made by the college. 


THE EQUIPMENT. 


I have mentioned the up-to-date manner 
in which the college is equipped. All the 
classrooms, as well as the residential part of 
the school, are airy, light, and attractively 
furnished, indicative of that happy tendency 
which is now apparent to make our schools 
as cheerful as possible. The pupils eat in a 
diningroom which is as pleasaut as a high- 
class restaurant, with small tables. They 
sleep in little cubicles, each of which has 
hot and cold water laid on, with built-in 
wardrobes and mirrors fastened to the walls. 
Walking down the dormitory corridors, with 
rows of cubicles on each side, one is reminded 
oí the cabins of a liner. 

On the mechani@al side, one finds that the 
school is equipped with some of the latest 
inventions from America. I noticed in the 
lavatories hand-washing devices which send 
out a spray of water into a circular trough 
by means of pressure on a lever with the 
foot, and there were also the vertical spray 
taps for drinking water wl.ich are the vogue 
in America. The kitchen is provided with 
steam ovens, steam hot-water boilers, and 
steam heaters. 

The opening ceremonv to-day will be 
attended by President de Valera, the -Minister 
for Education (Mr. T. Derrig), and Dr. 
Gregg, the Archbishop of Dublin; who is a 
patron of the college.

The first prize-winner had a 
particularly slow, steady style, which was 
very suitable to the playing of that type of 
music. The player whom he had placed 
second showed obvious nervousness. The 
third prize-winner also showed an excellent 
slow, steady style and a sensitive tone.

Correct music was often 
dead and incorrect music full of life. He 
suggested more attention to mood. shade and 
colour as a remedy to this fault.. The 
Superiority of the first prize winner was so 
marked that a recall had not been necessary.

Mr. Harold Samuel, who. with Mr. Edric 
Cundell, adjudicated, said that the standard 
of marking was very high. He and his col- 
league had marked as low as possible, but 
the players were too good. He said that 
what they must look for in ensemble playing 
was unanimity—that unanimity which could 
march together in every kind of fluctuation 
of thought from one player to the other, 
giving that flexibility which made for hfe, 
ana where the changes were effected with 
subtlety. Such work demanded the keenest 
appreciation cf what the other person was 
doing and the greatest sympathy for the 
other’s point of view. The winning duet had 
a good deal of the right spirit. The opening 
was excellent, and the second movement was 
also very well played, though the tempo was 
a little rigid. In the third movement the 
pianoforte player should not obscure im- 
poriant harmonic details. On the whole, the 
performance Was very good, and showed that 
this pair had experience in ensemble playing. 
The second prize-winners could have been 
clearer in the opening, and here, too, the 
rhvthm was rigid. The second movement 
was nicely played, but needed a little more 
warmth, and the last movement had plenty of 
spirit. It they played together more they would 
make an excellent couple. The third pair 
started too slowly, but improved. There 
were commendable things in their playing, 
and a fair balance of tone. The second 
movement showed a good deal of musical 


feeling. The technique at times was not up 


to the high standard. 
QUICK STUDY PIANO. 
This new competition for Quock Study at 


the Pianoforte drew 15 entries for prizes of 
£5 5s. Od. and £1 Ils. Od. (to be spent on 
nusic), presented by Mr. William Murdock, 
the English virtuoso, who was adjudicator 
at the Feis Ceoil last vear and the year 
before. The pieces—(a) Prelude No. 4, and 
(b) A May Day, both by Roy Agnew, were 
selected by Mr. Murdock, and sent to com- 
petitors on the 26th April. Result—1l, Miss 
Marie B. Mulcahy, 24 Norfolk road, Cabra (91 
marks): 2, Miss Joan Trimble, The Battery, 
Enniskillen (90 marks); highly commended, 
Miss Alexa McKay, 9 St. Kevin's Park, 
Dariry road. Dublin (89 marks). 

Mr Harold Samuel said he thought that 
the time given for the study of pieces—10 
days—was too long, and the competition 
could not, therefore, be considered a test of 
quickness. All the competitors had played 
extremely well, and he was pleased to see so 
many had learned the pieces by heart. The 
test pieces vere quite modern, and a 
characteristic shared by all modern composers 
was the importance attached to the use of 
the pedal. He did not remember one per 
formance in which the pedalling was quite 
faithfully adhered to. 

The first prize winner played the first piece 
(Prelude) thoughtfully, co a little rigidly ; 
the second piece was neat, if a trifle dry. 
The second prize winner played the Prelude 
with excellent feeling, but her pedalling was 
not quite right; her second piece was a 
praiseworthy effort. The playing of the 
third competitor was lacking in spontaneity 
in the first piece; though, on the whole, she 
was good,

AGAIN WON BY MISS D. 
GRIFFITH. 


The Metropolitan Hal: was crowded for 
the night session of the Plunket Greene Cup 
for song interpretation, and the standard 
was generally very high. Five competitors 
were recalled, and while a couple of these 
frankly did not maintain the standard of 
their first song, the other three were excel- 
lent, and the Cup might well have gone to 

won 


any one of them. 

The Cup was by Miss Dorothy 
Griffith, Greenane, Temple road, Rathmines, 
Dublin, with 178 marks. She thus won the 
Cup for the second year in succession. Very 
highly commended, Miss Maureen Fenning, 
ó Wood quay, Dublin (177 marks) and Mr. 
Clifford Bradshaw, 5 Lomond avenue, Dublin, 
with 177 marks. Commended—Miss Eire 
O'Reilly, Moorefield, Roebuck, Dundrum 
(172); and Mr. Dan O’Connor, 89 Shandon 
street, Cork (172). 

Mr. Roy Henderson, who adjudicated, re- 
minded the audience that the Cup was given 
chiefly for interpretation. Interpretation 
demanded, at any rate, a serviceable voice, 
which must be able to respond to the singer, 
If it did not, then they did not get the 
right interpretation. The first thing they 
had to consider was choice of song. Several 
candidates made the mistake of choosing un- 


suitable songs. Some, for instance, chose 
songs which required the most beautiful 
legato singing when the singers had not 
proper voice control. Others chose songs 
“two sizes’’ too big for them, and the 
voices obviously could not respond—they 
could not build up the climaxes. Singers 
should avoid songs too big for them. He, 
himself, for example, would never sing 
Handel’s ‘‘ Messiah.’’ because he knew it 
was a little on the low side for his voice. 
The next important point was that the 


audience must hear the words. It did not 
matter what the language was, the words 
shou'd be perfectly clear. They could not 
have proper interpretation if the words were 
not. clearly understood by the audience. 

Another thing about interpretation was 
{nat they must feel what they were singing 
in their hearts. If there was proper feeling 
at heart it would refiect itself in the facial 
expression, Other points they should culti- 
vate were the use of imagination—always see- 
ing in front of them whatever they were 
singing, and—the last point—adonting the 
right attitude and acting to a certain extent. 
Although he had only recatled five singers he 
would like to say that standard was verv 
high. He had been somewhat disappointed 
when listening with Mr. Falkner to the Denis 
G’Sullivan competition, so that he was agree- 
ably surprised at the standard in this event. 
There was hardly any singer with less marks 
for the one song sung than 80 marks, and 
most of them had got 85, whilst quite a 
number had got 86 and €7 marks. 

Referring to the Cup winner, he said that 
she had sung a very beautiful old Italian 
song (‘‘Nebbie,’’ by Respighi) in the after- 
noon. The tempo was a little too fast, but 
she had a fine idea of working up a climax. 
There was here a tendétcy to slur. She 
song with expressive feeling from the heart. 
In the second song at might, “ Kishmul’s 
Galley ” (Kennedy) there was fine upstand- 
ing singing, but she should guard against 
d:opping her head on a low note, and also 
guard against slurring. She should also avoid 
ehest movement when breathing. 

The lady who was very highly commended, 
Miss Maureen Fenning, had sung “ Secrecy’ 
(Hugo Wolf) very beautifully in the after- 
noon, but there might have been a Iittle 
mote light in face and eves. Th Cradle 
song (Dermot MacMurrough’s “ Cradle Song 
of an Irish Mother’’), sung on the recall, 
might have been a little smoother—not so 
detached—-and he thought that there should 
have been more life and more of a smile in 
the song. The gentieman who was very 
highly commended (Mr. Bradshaw) had given 
them a very beautiful bit of expressive sing- 
ing in Vaughan Williams’s “ Silent Noon,” 
but though his second song at might, Peter 
Warlock’s ‘“‘ Piggesnie’’ was good; it was not 
quite good enough. The singer did not quite 
paint the picture of the happy lover. 

Referring to the singers commended, he 
said that Miss O'Reilly had got the right 
colour in her first song, “The Dreary 
Steppe,’’ but had not been up to the standard 
of the others in her second song (Bantock’s 
‘**A Feast of Lanterns ”), which he described 
as a cheap song. The other singer, Mr. D. 
()' Connor, of Cork, had got a splendid at. 
n.osphere into his singing of ‘‘Sea Gipsy,”’ 
by Michael Head, but in the other !

Russia plans now to build 
a stratosphere balloon twice as large as 
that which carried her three citizens to 
their doom in March, and hopes that it 
will be able to mount into the stratosphere 
to a height of more than fifteen miles. In 
one respect this new flight will be less 
perilous than its predecessor. The 
Osoviakhim was not strong enough to pre- 
vail against the winds that it encountered 
on its descending journey, but we may 
assume that every mechanical precaution 
will have been taken before the new 
vehicle begins its flight. On the other 
hand, a peril of unknown extent 
awaits the adventurers; for it seems that 
they will make the ascent in an open 
basket instead of a sealed gondola, They 
will have special clothing to protect them 
from the appalling cold of the strato 
sphere; but their defence against that 
almost unstudied, and perhaps deadly, 
phenomenon of outer space, called Joosely 
the “ cosmic rays,’’ will be, on the face of 
it, still weaker than that of the earlier 
pioneers. It may be that the walls of a 
sealed gondola are no better, or no worse, 
protection against that danger than an 
ordinary suit; it may be, indeed, that the 
peril is exaggerated—Professor Piccard 
suggests that the intensity of rays 
diminished, rather than increased, as he 
rose into the stratosphere. Nevertheless, 
the possibility of terrible danger exists ; 
and they must be gallant men who are 
willing to face it in the cause of science.

EIGHTY MINERS 
LOST 


FIRE ACCIDENT IN 
GERMAN PIT.

From seventy to eighty miners who were 
entombed to-day in the Buggingen potash 
mine near Karlsruhe are believed to have 
perished. ‘The mine has now been sealed, 
all attempts at rescue having failed, and 
the miners have been given up for lost. 

Work in the mine was proceeding 
normally this morning, when a pit prov 
collapsed, breaking a high tension cable. 
Fire immediately broke out. 

The alarm was sounded, but only a few 
of the men succeeded in escaping. Feverish 
attempts at rescue were at once started, 
but owing to the thick smoke which filled 
the galleries they were unsuccessful, 

Herr Ziervogel, a Karlsruhe 
mining expert, this evening 
following account of the disaster : — 

‘‘The fire broke out at 10 o'clock this 
morning owing to a short circuit. The fuse- 
holder was blown out, and a flame twenty- 
five foot high shot out and set fire to the 
wooden pit frame. 

“Clouds of smoke immediately poured 
out, preventing access to the points w hich 
were on fire, and, though a rescue crew of

NEGOTIATIONS 
RESUMED. 


NO SOLUTION AFTER 
FOUR HOURS.

TEGOTIATIONS were resumed yester- 

day between the railway unions and 

the Associated Irish Railway Companies. 

The meeting was held in the Railway 
Clearing House, Kildare street, Dublin. 

In the forenoon representatives of the 


| various companies were present to discuss 


individual cases which have been referred 
to the Negotiating Committee because of 
failure to settle these matters through 
Originally over 
three hundred cases had been referred to 
the committee, but as many of these cases 
cames under the same heading it was found 
possible to deal with them by means ol 
test cases, and the business was concluded 
in a few hours. 

At 3 p.m. the representatives of the 
three unions met officials of the Great 
Southern Railways to discuss further the 
question of wage rates on the system for 
the year commencing 1st May, 1934, and 
ending 1st May, 1939. 

At the last meeting the wnions put 
forward the view that the Great Southern 
Railways were in a better financial posi- 
tion and a better trading position than 
the other Irish companies. It 1s under- 
stood that the unions feel that now that 
this company has received the benefits 
of co-ordination of road and rail. transport 
the staff should not be called upon to 
make any further sacrifices, and should, 
in fact, be relieved of some of the burdens 
which they bear at present. 

The offer of the unions to implement 
the agreement of last year, under which 
the cut in the wages of the clerical grades, 
which was 10 per cent. in 1933-34, was to 
be reduced to 74 per cent. in 1934-35, and 
under which the other. grades were to 
remain on the 74 per cent. cut, but were 
to receive holidays with pay, was again 
discussed yesterday. 


NO SETTLEMENT REACHED. 


At a previous meeting the company had 
indicated that it was not prepared to 
agree to this, but was prepared to accept 
the same agreement as the other com- 
panies, under which the conciliation 
grades, including drivers and firemen, but 
excluding men with £2 per week or less, 
would suffer a further reduction. 

It is understood that, although-the ques- 
tion was discussed yesterday for a period 
of four hours, no solution was found and 
no settlement was reached, 

The matter is to be reconsidered by the 
executives of the various unions and by 
the company, and it is thought likely that 
when this is done a further meeting will 
be held, 

The company was represented at yester- 
day's meeting by Messrs. W. H. Morton, 


General Manager; G. J. O'Hara, Chief 
Clerk, and Harty, Chief Mechanical 
Engineer.

A NECESSARY STEP. 


The Times, commenting 
to-day on the Government s decision to 
take steps to protect British trade from 
the encroachments of Japanese competi- 
tion, remarks:—Mr. Runeciman’s state- 
ment of the position was a model of 
lueidity and correctness. The House was 
obviously impressed by the candour and 
sincerity with which he expressed his 
genuine regret that tne method of negotia- 
tion had failed, and also by his assurance 
that the Government still hold the view 
that the problem can only be settled 
satisfactorily by some form of co-operation 
between Japan and ourselves. Most people 
in this country will genuinely deplore the 
fact that the Government have been com- 
pelled to take the initiative in introducing 
further trade restrictions into an already 
distracted world, but im the circumstances, 
as Mr. Runciman plainly showed, the 
Government were left with no option, 

lt is, at any rate, eminently satisfac- 
tory that the imposition of quotas for im- 
ports of Japanese cotton and rayon goods, 
which are now to be introduced by the 
various Governments of the - Colonial 
Kmpire, will not involve any denuncia- 
tion of the Anglo-Japanese Trade ‘lreaty 
—an extreme step which hot-heads in 
Lancashire and elsewhere have been 
urging for some time, with a good deal 
more vigour than discretion. No one 
can fail to be impressed by the extreme 
forbearance which the Government have 
displayed in a very delicate and trying 
situation. 

Mr. Runciman has stated, adds The 
Times, that they are also considering the 
claims of other industries to protection 
from Japanese competition, and he hinted 
plainly enough at the possibility of an 
extension of the restrictions in Colonial 
markets to other Japanese products. At 
the same time he was very careful to 
assure the Japanese Government of his 
desire to arrive at such measure of re- 
striction as may prove necessary by 
mutual agreement, and it is to be hoped 
that should any such case arise in the 
future the lessons of the cotton break- 
down will not be neglected by the 
Japanese industrialists, It is difficult to 
avoid the conclusion that a good deal of 
unpleasantness might have been avoided 
had the Japanese cotton interests showed 
themselves ready to assume a more 
accommodating attitude. They have 
gained nothing by their refusal to nego- 
tiate, aad they may well have Jost some 
advantages which they might have re- 
tained as the price of their agreement.

BELFAST HOTEL 
FIRE, 


WHOLE CITY BRIGADE 
TURNS OUT. 


All Belfast’s fire-fighting equipment was 
mobilised to combat an outbreak in the 
Giand Central Hotel, Royal avenue, in 
the early hours of this morning. 

The fire broke out in an annexe, which 
is used for stock-rooms and staff quarters, 
at the rear of the premises, 
noticed by policemen on _ patrol, who 
rushed to give the alarm from telephone 
call boxes. 

A general call was sent out to all 
stations, but the firemen found consider- 
able difficulty in getting at the fire, as 
they could not get thetr engines into the 
yard, 

Guests in the hotel were roused and 
assembled in the public rooms in their 
night attire, covered with dressing gowns 
and coats. Several exciting rescues of 
persons who became hysterical were made 
by the firemen. They were carried down 
the hotel fire escape to the safety of the 
street. 

An invalid gentleman was taken from 
one of the upper storeys by a fireman and 
another guest. 

In order to get at the fire Chief Officer 
Stith ordered the turn-table escape to be 
run up, and from a height of eighty teet 
the firemen poured water on the adjacent 
buildings to prevent the spread of the 
flames. 

Lines of hose were run through the hotel, 
but at 3 o'clock this morning it was clear 
that the annexe would be burned out. 
The Fire Brigade, however, succeeded in 
preventing the flames from spreading.

R. GEAROID O’SULLIVAN (in- 
structed by Mr. Bernard J. Con- 
nolly) applied ex parte on behalf of 
Thomas Halpin, a farmer, of Meel- 
tanagh, Ardagh, County Longford, plain- 
tiff in an action against the Attorney- 
General of the Irish Free State and Denis 
Kerrigan, of Meeltanagh, Ardagh, the 
Under-Sheriff for County Longford, for 
an injunction restraining the defendant, 
Denis Kerrigan, from acting on a warrant 
which purported to authorise the Under-

Mr. Justice Johnston—That Statute 
came before me on one occasion, and that 
peculiarity was pointed out, and I assumed 
that that had been made right before the 
Act reached the Statute Book. | 

Mr. O'Sullivan said that his case would 
be that no one would have the power to 
make right as an Act, a document pur- 


porting to have passed through both 
Houses ‘of the Oireachtas, but which 


actually had not done so. This was a case 
that was really fundamental to the powers 
of the Oireachtas, and it raised a very 
important Constitutional point. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that in a case 
of this kind the procedure generally 
adopted was to give leave to serve short 
notice of motion on the defendants, and he 
would give leave to serve short notice of 
motion for an injunction on the defendants 
for hearing on next Friday.

TOKYO'S ATTEMPT TO CLARIFY 
THE POSITION.

HE Government have come to the conclusion that they would not be 
justified any longer in postponing, with the hope of agreement, such 
action as is open to them with a view to safeguarding the trade of 


England. 


That declaration was made yesterday by the President of the Board of 


Trade (Mr. Runciman), in the course of a statement to the. House of 
Commons on the Anglo- Japanese trade crisis. 


Mr. Runciman stated that the Governments of the Colonies and Pro- 
tectorates tor which such action would be appropriate are to be asked to 
introduce import quotas, which, except in the case of West Africa, would 
apply to all foreign imports of cotton and rayon goods. 


Yesterday the Japanese Ambassador in London received his Govern- 
ment’s reply to the report of his recent conversation with Mr. Runciman 


on the subject of the country’s trade with the British Empire.

At Tokyo the British Chargé d'Affaires explained to the Vice-

ENGLAND'S “HANDS TIED” WHILE 
TRADE SUFFERS.

Mr. Runeiman's statement was made in 
reply to Captain Dower, \lr. ‘Remer and 
Mr. Chorlton, who asked the President of 
the Board of Trade if he could make a 
statement regarding the conversations 
with the Japanese Ambassador relating to 
the cotton and rayon industries. 

When I last made a stat ment on this 
subject on March 15th, he replied, I in- 
formed the House that, on the failure of 
the representatives of the textile indus- 
tries of Japan and of this country to 
come to an agreement, the whole position 


was under review between the two Govern- | 


ments. When I saw the Japanese Ambas- 
sador on March 16th I handed him a 
memorandum, inquiring whether, in the 
circumstances, the Japanese Government 
had any proposals to put forward for 
dealing with the problem. On March 3lst 
I received a reply, in which the Japanese 
Government expressed their willingness to 
consider any further proposals which His 
Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom might make, but made no -pro- 
posals of their own.

whole problem again very carefully in the | 


light of this reply. It is already a year 
since His Majesty's Government drew the 
attention of the Japanese Government to 
the serious position arising from Japanese 
competition. It is, of course, of the 
utmost importance that every effort 


should be made to deai with a problem of | 


this magnitude in the most approjriate 
way. 

Unfortunately, there appeared to be no- 
thing in the Japanese Government's 
Note of the 3lst March to suggest that 
an early agreement on this subject was 
to be expected. Although, therefore, the 
Government still hold the view; that the 
problem which faces us is one which can 
only be settled satisfactorily by co-opera- 
tion in some form between Japan and 
ourselves, His Majesty’s Government can 
not allow a situation to develop in which 
negotiations are protracted indefinitely 
without any immediate, prospect of 
cess, and during this time the Japanese 
—quite naturally, from their point of 
view—are continuously expanding their 
exports in our markets to the detriment 
of Lancashire, while our hands are tied. 


LIBERTY OF ACTION 
RESUMED. 


Accordingly, His Majesty’s Government 
have come to the conclusion that they 
would not be justified any longer in post- 
poning, in the hope of agreement, such 
action as is open to them, with a view to 
safeguarding the trade of this country. I, 
therefore, informed the Japanese Ambas- 
sador on Thursday last that, in the cir- 
cumstances, His Majesty’s Government 
were obliged to resume their liberty to 
take such action as they deemed neces-

sary to safeguard our commercial in- 
terests. I assured him—and I am con- 


fident the House will join me in this— 
that such steps as it was proposed to take 
would be taken in no unfriendly spirit. 

As regards the Anglo-Japanese Treaty, 
I am satisfied that His Majesty’s Govern 
ment can, without denouncing it, take 
proper and sufficient measures to protect 
the commercial interests of this country, 
and in these circumstances I see no reason 
to terminate a treaty which has regulated 
the commercial relations between the two 
countries for over twenty years, 

As far as the United Kingdom market is 
concerned the Government do not feel that 
they can any longer continue to suspend the 
review of the silk duties by the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, and the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer has asked the Com- 
mittee to complete its report on these 
duties as quickly as possible.

It was for this 
reason that on May 16th of last year notice 
was given to release the West African 
Colonies from their obligations under the 
Anglo-Japanese Treaty, and action there 
will be limited to Japanese goods, 

[ have not attempted to deal in this 
statement with the position of any goods 
except cotton and rayon textiles. The 
Government are aware tlrat Japanese com- 
petition is not limited to these goods and 
they are considering in the case of each of 
the other industries involved what tariff 
action in Colonial markets 1s called for.

NEGOTIATIONS 
RESUMED. 


NO SOLUTION AFTER 
FOUR HOURS.

'EGOTIATIONS were resumed yester- 
day between the railway unions and 
the Associated Irish Railway Companies. 

The meeting was held in the Raileray 
Clearing House, Kildare street, Dublin. 

In the forenoon representatives of the 
various companies were present to discuss 
individual cases which have been referred 
to the Negotiating Committee because of 
failure to settle these matters throngh 
the local machinery. Originally over 
three hundred cases had been referred to 
the committee, but as many.of these cases 
cames under the same heading it was found 
possible to deal with them by means ol 
test cases, and the business was concluded 
in a few hours. 

At 3 p.m. the representatives of the 
three unions met officials of the Great 
Southern Railways to discuss further the 
question of wage rates on the svstem for 
the year commencing 1st May, 1934, and 
ending Ist May, 1935. 

At the last 
forward the view that the Great Southern 
Railways were in a better financial posi- 
tion and a better trading position than 
the other Irish companies. It 1s under- 
stood that the unions feel that now that 
this company has received the benefits 
of co-ordination of road and rail transport 
the staff should not be called upon to 
make any further sacrifices, and should,

in fact, be relieved of some oí the burdens 
which they bear at present, 

The offer of the unions to implement 
the agreement of last year, under which 
the cut in the wages of the clerical grades, 
which was 10 per cent. in 1933-34, was to 
be reduced to 74 per cent. in 1934-35, and 
under which the other grades were to 
remain on the 74 per cent. cut, but were 
to receive holidays with pay, was again 
discussed yesterday. 


NO SETTLEMENT REACHED. 


At a previous meeting the company had 
indicated that it was not prepared to 
agree to this, but was prepared to accept 
the same agreement as the other com- 
panies, under which - the conciliation 
grades, including drivers and firemen, but 
excluding men with £2 per week or less, 
would suffer a further reduction. 

It is understood that, although the ques- 
tion was discussed yesterday for a period 
of four hours, no solution was found and 
no settlement was reached. 

The matter is to be reconsidered by the 
executives of the various unions and by 
the company, and it is thought likely that 
when this is done a further meeting will 
be held.

A NECESSARY STEP.

tion, remarks:—Mr. Runciman’s state- 
ment of the position was a model of 
lucidity and correctness. The House was 


obviously impressed by the candour and 
sincerity with’ which he expressed his 
genuine regret that tne method of negotia- 
tion had failed, and also by his assurance 
that the Government still hold the view 
that the problem can only be settled 
satisfactorily by some form of co-operation 
between Japan and ourselves. Most people 
in this country will genuinely deplore the 
fact that the Government have been com- 
pelled to take the initiative in introducing 
further trade restrictions into an already 
distracted world, but in the circumstances, 
as Mr. Runciman plainly showed, the 
Government were left with no option, 

lt is, at any rate, eminently satisfac- 
tory that the imposition of quotas for im- 
ports of Japanese cotton and rayon goods, 
which are now to be introduced by the 
various Governments of the Colonial 
Kmpire, will not involve any denuncia- 
tion of the Anglo-Japanese Trade ‘Lreaty 
—an extreme step which hot-heads in 
Lancashire and elsewhere’ have been 
urging for some time, with a good deal 
more viyour than discretion. No 
can fail to be impressed by the extreme 
forbearance which the Government have 
displayed in a very delicate and trying 
situation, 

Mr. Runciman has stated, adds The 
Times, that they are also considering the 
claims of other industries to protection 
from Japanese competition, and he hinted 
plainly enough at the possibility of an 
extension of the restrictions in Colonial 
markets to other Japanese products. At 
the same time he was very careful to 
assure the Japanese Government of his 
desire to arrive at such measure of re- 
striction as may prove necessary by 
mutual agreement, and it is to be hoped 
that should any such case arise in che 
future the lessons of the cotton break- 
down will not be neglected by the 
Japanese industrialists. It is difficult to 
avoid the conclusion that a good deal of 
unpleasantness might have been avoided 
had the Japanese cotton interests showed 
themselves ready to assume a more 
accommodating attitude. They have 
gained nothing by their refusal to nego- 
tiate, aad they may well have lost some 
advantages which they might have re- 
tained as the price of their agreement.

HORE-BELISHA’S 
STATEMENTS. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, Sir 
Gifford Fox (Conservative) asked the 
Secretary to the Treasury whether he had 
received any recent reports from the 
Government of Northern Ireland indicat- 
ing the continued existence of smuggling 
from the Irish Free State on a large scale, 
and whether the Government of Northern 
Ireland is satisfied that all adequate and 
sufficient precautions are being taken to 
prevent it?

Brigadier-General Clifton Brown (Con- 
servative)—That is the sort of answer he 
gave me six months ago, and in the mean- 
time smuggling has increased very greatly. 
In consulting with his friends in Northern 
Ireland could he take some steps to stop 
this smuggling? 

Mr. Hore-Belisha—If I gave the same 
answer six months ago and now, it Is 
proof that I am telling the truth on both 
occasions. (Laughter. ) 

Sir Gifford Fox also asked the Secretary 
to the Treasury if he could state the 
length of land frontier in Ireland between 
Northern Ireland and the Free State, 
the number of Customs. officers posted 
there to prevent smuggling, the number of 
motor cars they employ, and the number 
and quantities of smuggled articles they 
have detected within the last six months? 

Mr. Hore-Belisha—The land boundary, 
which is made up of the extension 
boundaries of the six counties of Northern 
Ireland, is just under 200 miles long. As 
regards the remainder of the question, it 
would not be in the public interest to give 
the information desired. 

Sir Gifford Fox—Is the hon. gentleman

LEGALITY. 


NULL AND VOID, 
SAYS COUNSEL,

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


R. GEAROID O’SULLIVAN (in- 
structed by Mr. Bernard J. Con- 
nolly) applied ex parte on behalf of 
Thomas Halpin, a farmer, of Meel- 
tanagh, Ardagh, County Longford, plain- 
tiff in an action against the Attorney- 
General of the Irish Free State and Denis 
Kerrigan, of Meeltamagh, Ardagh, the 
Under-Sheriff for County Longford, for 
an injunction restraining the defendant, 
Denis Kerrigan, from acting on a warrant 
which purported to authorise the Under- 
Sheriff to levy on the goods of the plain- 
tiff. 

Mr. Halpin, the plaintiff, said Mr. 
O'Sullivan, was a small farmer, and he 
had been served by the Under-Sheriff 
with a notice threatening him that if he 
did not pay within fifteen days a certain 
sum of money, alleged to be due to the 
Land Commission, the Under-Sheriff 
would forthwith distrain his goods. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—For what? 

Mr. O’Sullivan—For annuities. 

The summons, said Mr. O'Sullivan, was 
issued on last Saturday, and asked for a 
declaration that a certain warrant (the 
date of which was unknown to the plain- 
tiff) which purported to have been issued 
by the Land Commission, pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 28 of the Land Act, 
1933, directed to the Under-Sheriff of 
Longford, and which certified that the 
plaintiff had made default in payment of 
the sum of £5 19s. 2d., stated to be due 
by the plaintiff under the Land Purchase 
Acts to the 1st December, 1933, and which 
purported to authorise the Under-Sheriff 
to levy upon the goods, animals and 
chattels of the plaintiff the said sum of 
£5 19s. 2d., with poundage, fees and ex- 
penses, was issued without legal authority, 
and was null and void. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—I suppose this 
is a simple order of the Land Commis- 
sion ? 


Mr. O’Sullivan—Yes, directing the 
Under-Sheriff to distrain. 
Mr. Justice Johnston asked had the 


order yet been given to the Land Com- 
mission. 


DECLARATION SOUGHT. 


Mr. O'Sullivan said that it had. The 
endorsement of the plaintiff’s claim also 
asked for a declaration that the notice, 
dated 14th April, 1934, purporting to 
have been issued by Denis Kerrigan, as 
Under-Sheriff, pursuant to the alleged 
warrant, was null and void: and for a 
declaration that all proceedings pursuant 
to, or founded on, the warrant were null 
and void. 

In reply to Mr. Justice Johnston, Mr. 
O'Sullivan said that he was raising the 
question of the right of an under-sheriff, 
without an order from any court, to go in 
on the plaintiff and levy distress on his 
goods. In other words, he was raising the 
validity of the Land Act of 1933, and the 
question of the right of the Land Com- 
mission to issue a warrant and direct an 
under-sheriff to collect any money or costs. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—Surely the Act of 
1933 is sufficient. 

Mr. O'Sullivan said that the plaintiff 
further claimed a declaration that the 
provisions of an alleged Statute known as 
the Land Act, 1933 (No. 38 of 1933), pur- 
porting to authorise the issue by the Land 
Commission, of such warrants for execution 
are contrary to the Constitution, «altra 
vires the Oireachtas, and are null and 
void, and a declaration that the alleged 
Statute does not enact any provision, is 
not a Statute, and is a nullity. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—-Will you give 
mé an indication of what way you say the 
Act is ultra vires. 


AN ENACTING CLAUSE. 


Mr. O’Sullivan—That it does not enact 
any provision. It is the only statement 


omitted an enacting clause, 

Mr. Justice Johnston—That Statute 
came before me on-one occasion, and that 
peculiarity was pointed out, and I assumed 
that that had been made right before the 
Act reached the Statute Book. 

Mr. O'Sullivan said that his case would 
be that no one would have the power to 
make right as an Act, a document pur- 


porting to have passed through both 
Houses of the Oireachtas, but which 


actually had not done so. This was a case 
that was really fundamental to the powers 
of the Oireachtas, and it raised a very 
important Constitutional -point. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that in a case

BELFAST HOTEL 
FIRE. 


WHOLE CITY BRIGADE 
TURNS OUT. 


All Belfast’s fire-fighting equipment was 
mobilised to combat an outbreak in the 
Giand Central Hotel, Royal avenue, in 
the early hours of this morning, 

The fire broke out in an ann xe, which 
is used for stock-rooms and statt quarters, 
at the rear of the premises. It was first 
noticed by policemen on patrol, who 
rushed to give the alarm from telephone 
call boxes. 

A general call was sent out to all 
stations, but the firemen’ found consider- 
able difficulty in getting at the fire, as 
they could not get their engines into the 
yard, 

Guests in the hotel were roused and 
assembled in the public rooms in their 
night attire, covered with dressing gowns 
and coats. Several exciting rescues of 
persons who became hysterical were made 
by the firemen. They were carried down 
the hotel fire escape to the safety of the 
street. 

An invalid gentleman was taken from 
one of the upper storeys by a fireman and 
another guest. 

In order to get at the fire Chief Officer 
Smith ordered the turn-table escape to be 
run up, and from a height of eighty teet 
the firemen poured water on the adjacent 
buildings to prevent the spread of the 
flames. 

Lines of hose were run through the hotel, 
but at 3 o'clock this morning it was clear 
that the annexe would be burned out. 
The Fire Brigade, however, succeeded in 
preventing the flames from spreading.

Accordingly, His Majesty’s Government 
have come to the conclusion that they 
would not be justified any longer in post 
poning, in the hope of agreement, such 
action as is open to them, with a view to 
safeguarding the trade of this country. I, 
therefore, informed the Japanese Ambas- 
‘sador on Thursday last that, in the cir- 
cumstances, His Majesty’s Government 
were obliged to resume their liberty to 
take such action as they deemed neces-

Excitement prevailed at Ballybunion, Co. 
Kerry, yesterday, when twenty men, who 
were arrested recently, were charged before 
Mr, Charles Kenny, D.J., with unlawful 
assembly, conspiracy and disorderly conduct 
in. the village while a United Ireland Party 
meeting, which was addressed by Senator 
Blythe and Professor O'Sullivan, was in pro- 
gress, 

Twelve of the accused men who refused 
~bails at a Special Court were brought from 
Limerick Jail under a heavy escort of Civic 
Guards and detectives. Their arrival in the 
village was signalised by an outburst of 
cheering, while shouts of “Long live the 
Republic,” ‘ Down with Duffy and the Blue 
Shirts,’’ were continuously heard. 

An unusually large force of Gardai was on 
duty in the village, but nothing more serious 
than renewed shouting and party cries on the

HE Order Paper of the Senate to- 

morrow will contain notice of the in- 

troduction of a new bill, entitled ‘* Con- 

stitution (Amendment No. 25) Bill, 

1934.” This is described in the title as: 

“ An Act so to amend the Constitu- 

tion as to provide for the submission 

to a referendum of the people of 

amendinents made thereto by way of 

ordinary legislation within the period 

of sixteen years from the date of the 
coming into operation thereof.’’ 

The Bill, which will be introduced by 
Senator Douglas, has the backing of one 
of the leaders of the Independent Party in 
the Senate—Senator 8S. L. Brown, K.C.— 
and of one of the members of the Labour 
Group—Senator .J. T. O'Farrell. For 
that reason it seems to have a very good 
mm of an easy passage through the 

Jpper House. 


BACKING IN THE DAIL. 


It would seem also to be assured ot sub- 

stantial backing in the Dail—particularly 
in view of statements made during the 
recent debate on the second stage of the 
Senate Bill. Mr. James Dillon then 
made reference to the practice in Spain, 
which President de Valera himself had 
mentioned with approval. The practice 
there is that, when an amendment to the 
Constitution is approved, the Chamber is 
automatically dissolved, and its members 
have to go up for re-election. 
Qn that occasion also Mr. W. Norton, 
leader of the Labour Group, was very de- 
finite with regard to the referendum, and 
expressed the hope that the President 
would lose no time in restoring it. Mr. 
K. Donnelly, a member of the Fianna 
Fail Party, endorsed Mr. Norton’s views, 
and said that he regarded the referendum 
as “ a Court of Appeal that would satisfy 
every body.’’

One show is being held at the Dublin 
Painters’ Gallery, St. Stephen’s Green, by 
the Irish Art Society, of which Mr, James 
Conway is President, and is of chief account. 
The other is by the Associated Irish Artists’ 
Society, in which the most active spirit is 
the secretary, Ben O’Hickey. This exhibition 
is at the Angus Gallery, Merrion row. The 
catalogues of both shows include names olf 
persons who, four years ago, held an ex- 
hibition in protest against the Royal 
Hibernian Academy of Arts, and were called 
the ‘‘ Rebel Artists.” Since then some few 
have succeeded in crossing. the Rubicon at 
Kildare street. 
The Irish Art Society came into being two 
years ago, while the Associated Irish Artists’ 
Society has continued on its way. 
About a score of persons are contributing 
to the A.I.A, exhibition, and less than a 
dozen to the J.A.S. show. They have come 
before the public on the heels of a proposal 
to found a rew Academy. They include s-me 
exhibitors at the Royal. Hibernian Academy, 
and the Associated Irish Artists have received 
the patronage. of at least one Academician. 
No work in either exhibition has any pre- 
tensions ‘to novelty. In neither is «unruly 
genius proclaimed. All the works are, in 
concéption and execution; strictly ‘confined 
within the conventional canons, and no new 
artistic values are enunciated, á 


WORKING-MEN ARTISTS. 

The Irish Art Society appears to be 
recruited from an eclectic body and somewhat 
exclusive. The President says that the 
pictures are mainly by working-men artists. 
The artists, in fact, include a cook, a clerk, 
a fireman, a hbousepainter and a member of 
the great army of the unemployed. Their 
work has a certain level of merit, and some 
have the promise of more. 

James Conway, who shows so good a 
disposition to develop into a portrait painter, 
has succeeded well in ‘‘ Empty Reflections,”’ 
giving inductions in a difficult subject of 
expanding powers. He has painted some 
wine and whiskey bottles reflected in a glass 
table-top. One of his efforts in landscape, 


“The Old Bridge near Coollatin,’” is also 
proof of ability to make a picture. William 


H. Stone has exhibited some power of 
description in the painting of the hands of 
the soldier in ‘‘ Fed Up,” a well expressed 
idea. In a smaller picture he has given good 
representation of moonlight. 

There are several large paintings by Karl 
Uhlemann. -a German chef, whicn will attract 
notice. He has achieved something more 
meritorious in *‘ Windswept,”’ a description 
or sand, sedges, sea and sky. ‘The unity 
of tone is very acceptable. (G. Geraghty s 
' Cattle Pond ” is well done in descriptive 
greens. ‘The Spinner,’’ by P. McSeeney, 


Is well compared in black and white. In 
‘‘ Purples and Blue,” by R. Gaernold, the 
shadows and water are nicely harmonised. 


Gerald Donnelly’s water colours all 
attractive in their mass relations. The 
drawing of President de Valera by Leo 
Broe is carefully done. i

Excellent features of the Associated Irish 
Artists” Exhibition are the drawing and 
wash paintings oí book illustration type. 
George Altendorf has several delightful 
things on view. ‘* The Siesta ” is capitally 
done, and full of interest. Marion King, 
who exhibits a number of highly .decorative 
productions on glass, has chosen, like George 
Altendorf, allegories and traditions of the 
Gael to make some brilliant examples of 
her special craft. Her black and white 
illustration is all good work. 

James ‘Fitzpatrick has a pleasing pastel 
portrait of agirl, and a clever and lifelike por- 
trait of himself. His essays in landscape are 
worthy efforts, notably Numbers 12 and 61. 
Helen McCabe .reveals marked ability in 
No. 39, while the ‘‘Gap of Dunloe ” is also 
meritorious. William Brett, R. T. Lloyd, 
Liam Dixon, and Jeannette Forsythe-Taylor 
will be noted. ' : 
The largest" picture in the exhibition is 
hy Ben O’Hickey, who has also painted some 
landscapes, to which subject, he would be 
well advised to devote his future studies.

DUTY CASE. 


NORTHERN 
COURT'S DECISION 


JUDGMENT IN THE 
JAFFE CASE. 


- 


From Our ConRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Monday. 


Judgment-was given in the Court of Appeal, 
Belfast, to-day, in the case brought by the 
Northern Attorney-General against Mr. Jaffe, 
an English barrister, son of the late Sir Otto 
Jafie, a former Lord Mayor of Belfast, and 
Lady Jaffe. The case has occupied a good 
deal of time in the Northern Court 

The Ministry of Finance of Northern Ire- 
land claimed £109 15s. 10d, succession duty 
payable on the estate of the late Dame 
Pauline Jaffe, mother of the defendant, who 
died August 16, 1929, and wife of the late Sir 
Otto Jaffe, one time Lord Mayor of Belfast. 
The Ministry began proceedings for recovery 
of the amount in the Ulster Courts, and the 
defendant resisted these proceedings on the 
ground, amongst others, that he had given 
notice of appeal to the English Courts against 
the assessment. The Lord Chief Justice found 
for the defendant, and the Attorney-General 
appealed. 

The Court, consisting of Lord Justices 
Andrews and Best and Mr. Justice Megaw, 
upheld the appeal, and gave judgment against 


the defendant for £109 15s. 10d. 
NORTH AND UNITED 
KINGDOM, 


Mr. Justice Megaw dealt mainly with the 

contention of the defendant that, by serving 
a notice of intention to appeal in England, 
no proceedings to enforce the assessment 
made by the Ministry of Finance for Northeru 
Ireland could be entertained by the courts of 
Northern Ireland. 
Having dealt with the procedure of 
transfer of powers to Northern Ireland, his 
lordship went on to say that from and after 
the appointed day the Commissioners of 
Inland Revenue ceased to have anything to 
do with the tax in question. The Minister 
of Finance for Northern Ireland replaced 
them. ‘That the tax had been transferred 
was indisputable. That the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland had power to legislate as 
regarded the imposition and collection of 
the tax was equally indisputable. The Com- 
missioners of Inland Revenue continue in 
their functions and retain their powers as 
regarded the revenue of the United Kingdom, 
but assessment of succession duty in Northern 
Ireland no longer came under this control, so 
that the appeal contemplated by the section 
could not arise and new legislative powers 
would have to be created to keep it operative. 
The existence of such a procedure as that 
claimed ‘by tne defendant would mean that 
the Minister of Finance for Northern Ireland, 
having control of a tax leviable by the Parlia- 
ment of Northern Ireland in respect of land 
situate in Northern Ireland would be subject 
to the jurisdiction of an outside tribunal in 
respect of that tax. 
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DUKE OF ATHOLL’S 
ALLEGATIONS. 
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NO INOUIRY TO BE HELD. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
McEntee (Labour) asked the Attorney-General 
whether, in view of subsequent developments, 
he was now prepared to hold a public inquiry 
into the allegations regarding the action of 
the police m respect. to a recent sweepstake. 

Sir Thomas Inskip (Attorney-General)—-In 
considering this question, I have had to con- 
sider the public interest, and I am satisfied 
that the questions between the Duke of 
Atholl. and myself concerning conversations 
which took place more than six months ego 
are not such as to justify the expenditure of 
public money, and the absorption of valuable 
time that a public inquiry would ‘nvolva, 
The Government, therefore, do not propose to 
hold an inquiry. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr McKEntee asked if the Attorney-General 
would give an opportunity to the police 
ofticers to make some statement in regard to 
their position, 

Sir William Davison (Conservative) asked if 
the Duke had been asked to supply the 
Attorney-General with the corroborative 
evidence which he said was in his possession, 
and which he complained he had not been 
asked for. 

Sir Thomas Inskip—I have not asked the 
Duke to supply me with corroborative 
evidence. He raised the question in another 
place, without any communication with me, 
and [I gave the House the answer I thought 
proper to the question put to me. (Hear, 
hear.) 
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OBITUARY. 
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MH. F. ST. J. WORRALL. 
The death of Mr. F. St. J. Worrall, at his 


residence, Cromlegh, Shankill, was announced 
vesterday. For some months he had been in 
failing health, and so the end was not un- 
expected, but his passing removes the figure 
of one of the best known yachtsmen on the 
East Coast of Ireland. 

For nearly half a century he owned and 

raced yachts and boats in Dublin Bay. His 
connection with the sport in these waters may 
be said to be life-long and intimate, for he 
was always a practical yachtsman and a 
first-class amateur helmsman, and the rode he 
played in taking part in and in guiding the 
fortunes of yachting on the Dublin coast was 
invaluable and never overlooked by those 
associated with him. 
He commenced his sailing career sometime 
in the ’eighties or ’nineties in a class of 17- 
Footers (which have nothing in common with 
the 17-Footers of our days), small yachts 
which had great vogue at Kingstown during 
their time, even if they are now forgotten. 

Then came the Dublin Bay 8.C., and he 

raced in the old “A” class, and later when 
the Dublin Bay 25-Footers came into being 
(1898), he was one of the first to build in this 
class, in which his yacht, Darthula, soon 
became one of the “ cracks.’’ He also was 
a keen boat hand in the Water Wags, and 
one way and another he was recognised from 
1900 on as one of the greatest amateur yachts- 
men on the coast. 
His first large yacht was Kismet, and when 
he disposed of her he purchased Mavourneen, 
and on both enjoyed considerable success in 
handicap racing. \hen he disposed of the 
latter he flew his flag—he was Vice- 
Commodore of the Royal Alfred Y.C.—on the 
21-Footer Innisfallen, which yacht he used 
chiefly for cruising, but he won in her at 
the R. St. G.Y.C. regatta last year, 

He was a member of the R. Irish and R. 
Alfred Yacht Clubs, and of the D.B.S.C. and 
Water Wags Clubs. One of the oldest busi- 
ness-men in-Dublin, his was a well-known and 
popular figure in commercial circles,

A considerable amount of damage was done 
in Waterford. A girl named Peggy Walsh 
was struck by the falling bough of a tree. 
She was severely injured about the face and 
eyes, and was treated in the County and City 
Infirmary. 

A tree crashed into a cottage at Glasshouse 
damaging the roof and walls considerably. 

Civic Guard Toomey, while on patrol duty 
in Johnstown, had a narrow escape from being 
electrocuted. He had just stepped off the foot- 
path when a live wire snapped over his head,

_A woman walking along Ballybricken was 
hit on the foot by falling slates, but was not 
seriously hurt.

THREE BROTHERS IN 
PRISON.

PORT LAOIGHISE, Monday. 
At Portlaoighise Circuit Court to-day three 


brothers, James, Denis and Martin Lyons, 


Cappanarrow, Mountrath, were convicted of 
taking forcible possession of a house and 
lands, belonging to Thomas Burke, at Barrow 
House, Athy. 

The three prisoners admitted the offence, 
but claimed that they had a right to the 
lands in question, having bought the farm 
for £6,500 in 1920. They said that they 
paid £2,000 down, with £1,000 for the eqaip- 
ment of the farm, and repaid the National 
Bank £2,000 in two years. 

Martin Lyons alleged that the bank was 
severe on them in pressing for the balance 
of the loan and in taking over the farm, 
which was sold to the present occupiers, 

The evidence for the prosecution was that 
the accused men with others went to Barrow 
House, cleared the furniture and dairying 
equipment out of the house which Burke had 
built on the lands, and were putting cattle 
out on the road when the Guards arrived on 
the scene. 

The jury recommended the prisoners to 
merey owing to the large amount of money 
they had lodged and the loss they had ‘sus- 
tained by being in custody during the busiest 
part of the sowing season. 

The judge said tnat it was a difficult case 
to deal with as the prisoners: were there 
before and pleaded guilty to a similar offence 
in the same place.

RIGHT HAND THE 
MASTER.

By Our GoLr CoRRESPONDENT. 


66 OVEMENT” is the chief funda- 
M mental of the golf swing. Every 
professional is a ‘“‘mover’’; not 
one of the big men in the gam" but opposes 
the club with th. weight, shifted at the 
right time. George Duncan for years has 
been the shining WH Ro of what a ‘‘mover’’ 
should be. No Britisher moves as he does. 
In this country, outside the ranks cf the pro- 
fessionals, we have only one notable golfer 
who has brought movement almost to per- 
fection—Dr. MacCormack. 

The reason why amateur golfers have not got 
the knack—and it is an essential to the cor- 
rect swing that is difficult to master—is that 
they never gave it a thought, much less to 
study it. ‘hey tee the ball, glue their feet 
to the ground and their eyes to the ball, so 
to speak, move the club backwards and for- 
“oga á stiffly, and jift the club. They never 
worry about the weight, where it is, and 
where it should be during the five distinct 
movemen:s that make up the true golfing 
swing. 


O’Connell street, and will be there every day 
this week. 
again emphasised the supr?me importance of 
movement and the part which the correct 
application of the weight plays in the stroke 
with every club from the driver down to 
the putter. To those who ara blissfully 
ignorant of one of the great secrets to success 
in golf I would say—go and listen to Dun- 
can, and watch him do it as slowly as the 
slow ‘‘ movie,”’ 

WHAT THE AMERICANS DISCOVERED. 

I listened to the Scot twice yesterday 
evening. Much of what he had to say was 
practically a repetition of what he told us 
oo neg but he was even more interesting and 
more informative than formerly. ‘What im- 

ressed most of his audience, however, was 
Éis remarks on “ the master hand ” and that 
which has become the young golfer's night- 
mare—the straight left. 

Duncan showed us just how and why the 
right is the master hand, particularly in 
putting. The Americans, who beat us hollow 
on the greens, discovered that the left hand 
was merely in the way when it came to 
yutting. “' We," said George, ‘overlap the 
left with the right; the Americans lap the 
left over the right; the left acts as a ful- 
crum.” He added that the function of the 
left hand is to give the club to the right at 
the start and on the down-swing. On the 
down-swing the left says to the right, as it 
were: ‘‘Come on, 1 will give you a little 
help.”” At one time, when in practice, he 
ee RÍ hit the ball with the club in his right 
hand a distance of 200 yards, but he could 
get no distance with tho left alone. 

As to the straight left, as most amateurs 
employ it, it takes the player (he said) no 
place—except into the rough. It produces a 
shut face at the top, and as often as not a 
bad hook, Golfers think, remarked Duncan,

This straight left, 
Duncan admits, gives more power, but at the 
sacrifice of accuracy. 


HARRY VARDON’S SECRET. 


That is why Duncan regards St. Andrews 
as a straight-lefter’s and a hooker's paradise ; 
it inflicts no punishment on the hooker. 
Harry Vardon had not the grip of the 
straight-left merchant; he had the club face 
open at the top, and for fifteen years that was 
the great secret of. his success. The straight- 
left halter could do all right where fairways 
adjoined, but on narrow fairways, with rough, 
the open face was the business. 

Duncan demonstrated how the new idea 
works out in practice, and his comparisons 
of the methods of. the Americans, 
Morrison and Seymour Dunn, and the leading 
golfers who have refrained from following 
them, were most instructive, 

It was, boiled down, simply a question of 
getting the weight va, and refraining from 
turning the hips. obby Jones’s narrow 
stance encourages a tremendous amount: of 
hip turn. The great. American has not, 
according to George, the nicest swing in the 
game, except for the shot from 100 yards and 


the putt; with him it was too much turning. 


He described the methods of Walter Hagen, 
Jones and Percy Alliss, and expressed the 
opinion that Alliss had the truer swing of the 
lot, as he had “ movement ” corvect all the 
way. 

As to cocking the wrist and the click of the 
wrist, there were no such things. Cocking the 
wrist meant a turn of the wrist at the top 
of the swing. Jones had that turn (so). 

Full iron shots, half shots, knee movement, 
and the dozen and one faults that the golfer 
is heir to were all explained by the lecturer, 
who should draw ‘‘ crowded houses ” during 
his visit.

DEMANDS TO BE MADE 


ON EMPLOYERS. 


About 300 members attended the annual 
meeting of the Dublin Branch of the Irish 
Commercial Employés’ Trade Union, which 
scr held in the Banba Hall, Dublin, last 
night. 

I'he meeting passed a resolution instructin 
the Executive Committee to serve a deman 
upon tha employers, including retail pur- 
veyors, grocers, and off-license holders, for 
standard minimum wages and uniform work- 
ing hours, based on the agreement which was 
signed by representatives of the employers 
and of the workers in 1920, : 

This agreement provided that first and 
second men, after completing their apprentice- 
ship, would receive a wage of 50s. per week 
minimum; third year workers, 60s. per week ; 
fourth and subsequent year employés, 70s. 
per week; and charge hands a minimum of 
£4. ‘Thirty shillings per week was to be 
deducted for board and lodgings from the 
wages of indoor men. 7 

The working week under the agreement is 
altered in the new proposed demand, and will 
be as follows :—Monday, Tuesday, and Thurs- 
day, from 8.30 a.m. to 6 p.m.; Friday, from 
8.30 a.m. to 7 p.m.; Saturday, from 8.30 a.m 
to 9 p.m.; and Wednesday, 8.30 a.m. to 1 
p.m. i i 
After a year’s service the assistants were to 
receive 14 days’ annual holidays, with pay, 
This has been included in the proposals. 

It was also decided to arrange to hold 
district meetings for the purpose of setting up 
councils of action, with a view to making 
arrangements to enforce the demand il 
necessary.
